Lincoln’s 
no-nuclear 
stand wins 
supporters

TWIN FALLS - Lincoln County's 
stand against nuclear waste received a 
smattering of support around the Magic 
Valley on Friday - including fan mail 
, from fourth-graders and kudos from a 
commissioner in a neighboring county. 

Lincoln commissioners on Thursday 
passed a resolution opposing the storage 
of radioactive waste within Idaho and the 
transportation'’of waste through Lincoln 
County. 

That was the right thing to do. accord- 
ing to a group of high school students 
from Emmett. 

"The time is right for county govern- 
ment to take u stand on issues Ihul elTect 
(sic) the safety and rights of their citi- 
zens." said a letter to Lincoln County from 
about 32 Black Conyon Alternative 
School Students. *

They were able to just walk up and 
cat a dead animal.”

Canada as vote nears 


m6nTr 4^L (AP) — Thousands 
streamed into Montreal from all over 
Canada on Friday to join Quebeckers 
rallying for national unity three days 
before a referendum that could pro- 
pel Quebec towaid secession. 

Motitrcal's main square, the tree* 
lined Place du Canada, wos.a sea of 
wind-whipped ilags — the red-and- 
white maple leaf of Canada and the 
' blue-ond-white lilies of Quebec, the 
country-*8 French-speaking province. 

Chants of "Noil, Non, Non" — 
“No” to separation — echoed 
through the city center, and signs in 
French and English said "We Ixlong 
together” and "My Canada includes 
Quebec.’’ 

. Organizers put the crowd totai at 
more than 100,000. While police had 
no immediate estimate, Montrealers 
said it was the biggest political rally 
they could remember. 

“I don’t want to look back 10 
years from ;iow and think there was 
something 1 could have done that 1 
didn’t do,” said Mind! Cofmnn, 44, 
from Voncouver. "Having Quebec in 
Canada is part of my identity.” 

But Charles Olivier, a seporatist 
hot-dog seller, who was doing brisk 
business at'thc.rally, said the show of 
affection was too little too late. . ^ 
"It shows they really care for us,” 
he said.' “But it’s too late. 1 don't 
know if things will be better with a 
"Yes” but I don’t think they could be 
worse.” 

Monday’s referendum will gauge 
the depth of longstanding cullurol 
tensions between English- and 
French-speaking Canada. Though 
(^cbcc has wrung extensive autono- 
my and language rights from the fed- 
eral government,. separatists say its 
French culture can only flourish in 
on independent state. 

Opponents of separation — both 
inside and outside Quebec — soy the

province's cultural aspirations con be' 
met without the potentially costly 
and bitter recourse of •splitting 
Canada. 

A separatist victory would not 
trigger immediate independence, but 
the separatists say that would be the 
result The separatists have offered 
to negotiate fotiip'to a year on a new 
partnership between an independent 
Quebec and Canoda — while reserv- 
ing the ri^t to declare independence 
at any time. 

The latest polls show the sepa- 
ratists in a slight lead heading into 
the referendum, but the sizable num- 
ber of undecided voters makes the 
vote impossible to call. 

Organizers said 15,000 people 
from outsi^ Quebec, including 
contingents from the far west and 
Maritime provinces, traveled 
through the night to join an esti- 
mated 100,000 Quebeckers at 


Friday’s rally. 

Federalists hoped it would swing 
the momentum away from the sepa- 
ratists and convince wavering 
Quebeckers that ^c rest of Canada 
cares about them. 

‘Tm proud of being a QucbeckCT. 
and I’m proud of being a Conadlnh,” 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien told 
the crowd, speaking of his roots in 
rural Quebec and concluding his 
rerriarks in French. “Vive Quebec! 
Vive Canada!” 

But the separatists felt Quebeckers 
would not be swayed by the rally, 
which they depicted ns a cynical 
operation aided by discount fores 
offered by the national airline ond 
railroad. 

“I recognize that the personal 
motives of many of those people ore 
sincere, but we must call a spade a 
spade,” separatist leader Lucicn 
Bouchard said. "I don’t believe for 
one minute that this is a spontaneous 
demonstration. It was- carefully orga- 
nized by the "No” camp with the 
goal of influencing Quebec voters.” 

About 5 million of Quebec’s 7.3 
million people are eligible to vote; 
82 percent of the electorate is 
French-speaking. 

In a survey fay the polling firm 
SOM published Friday, 46 percent of 
Quebeckers polled favored seces- 
sion, 40 percent supported the “No” 
forces and 14 ^reent were undecid- 
ed. The margin of prior was 3.7 per- 
centage points. 

The Canadian dollar dipped when 
traders learned of the "Yes" side’s 
strong showing in the poll. 

Chretien won't say how the feder- 
al government would react to o 
“Yes" victory. It could accept 
Quebec's independence, back a legal 
challenge, or try to force a Canada- 
wide referendum or a second one in 
C^ebec.

FORT RILEY, Kan. — After 27 
years In the Russian Army. Col. 
Nikolai Malyshev looked with awe 
on the oncc-unihinkable scene taking 
shape before him on Thursday. 

On the rolling Kansas prairie, 
Russian and American troops assem- 
bled in formation, their units side by 
side, preparing to train logcihcr for 
the first time on U.S. soil. 

Once Cold War enemies. And 
now, collaborators. 

"Just five or six years back." 
Malyshev said, “it was impossible 
for me to imagine this. "But condi- 
tions,” he offered with a grin ond a 
shrug, "they are new in Uie world.” 

Signaling the depth of that change, 
a combined force of 300 Russian and 
American troops opened on historic 
joint exercise Thursday at the home 
of the U.S. Army’s legendary 1st 
Infantry Division, more famously 
known as the Big Red One. They 
will continue training through Noy. 
4, working on techniques used in 
pcac^ccping qxrolions. 

Dubbed Peacekeeper ‘95, the exer- 
cise is the second joint training ses- 
sion to lake plocc since September 
1993, wten defense chiefs from each 
country apeed to work on improving 
military relations. U.S. troops trained 
in Russia’s Urol mountains last year. 

But as peace slowly begins to 
emerge in Bosnia, these exercises on 
the Kansas prairie have token on 
greater urgency. The real thing could 
be just around the comer with the 
United Stotes offering up to 25,000 
troops for peacekeeping in Bosnia 
and Russian president Boris Yeltsin 
pledging up to 20,000 soldicn;. Tlic 
problems has been thot the Russian 
military has balked at allowing its 
soldiers to be under NATO com- 
mand. 

But on Thuisdoy, soldiers at Fort 
Riley, the onc-time base for the 
Buffalo soldins and General George 
Custer, avoided discussing imemo- 
tionol politics. 

Instead they focused on the intent 
behind the cxcreisc; to prepare them 
to work together with the Russians, 


no matter when called upon. 

Even ns the two sides came togeth- 
er, there were still shades of the Cold 
War days. 

The Russians considered backing 
out until earlier this month when 
U.S. Defense Secretary William 
Perry and Russian Defense Minister 
Pavel Grachev revived the plons at a 
meeting in Geneva.

Then, with both sides on board 
and more than a year’s worth of 
planning finally in place, the 
Russians showed up lote. Bad weath- 
er in Siberia grounded their lL-76 
transports which caused the 150 
Russian soldiers to arrive a day late, 
on Wednesday, at McConnell Air 
Force Base near Wichita. 

The delay forced opening cere- 
monies to be postponed until 
Thursday and wiped out the plans of 
U.S. Gen. John Shnlikashvili. chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, who 
has hoped to be here lb greet the 
Russians. 

By laic Thursday morning, 
though, the pomp and ceremony 
began at last. Anthems played. 
Dignitaries looked on. Swords in the 
Russian color guord gleamed in the 
sunlight. 

Troops on both sides, whether sol- 
dat or soldier, strained to impress. 
They stood stone-still in fresh uni- 
forms, their rows as straight as com, 
hordly flinching as the ceremony 
wore on for 45 minutes. 

"What a great day to be a soldier,” 
declared Major Gen. Randolph 
House, Uic commander of Fort Riley, 
who added later: "Today, our sol- 
diers will begin training together to 
make the world a safer place.” 

Afterward, the troops swapped 


handshakes and back slaps. They 
mugged for pictures together, riflc-s 
slung over their shoulders, cigarettes 
dangling from their lips, before the 
start of an afternoon training session 
using high-tech lasers in .shooting 
cxercise.s. . 

Jim Probsi. a 23-year-old special- 
ist from East St. Louis. 111., pulled o 
heavy. gas mask from his rucksack 
and showed Nikolai Ledashev, an 
I8-ycar-oId private from Moscow, 
how to use it. 

"Put your hands over these and 
breathe through the front,” Probsi 
said, putting his own hands over two 
aib holes on the side of the mask. "It 
jcueps the gas out.” 

Ledashev flashed a thumbs up. 

Omcials from both armies said the 
training would help soldiers Icaro to 
overcome the language barrier and 
differing techniques employed in 
peacekeeping operations. 

Differences show up in even the 
most basic operations. 

Russians, for instance, are puziled 
at how Americans ran checkpoints, 
At an American-run point, a sergeant 
might likely be in charge. But 
Russians would place a commis- 
sioned officer -x a lieutenant at lca.si 
— in command, reflecting that the • 
Russian army is made up mostly of 
conscripts and, as a result, non-com- 
missioned officers arc rarely trusted 
with much responsibility. 

"It surprises them that sergeants 
do ns much as they do — that ^yc put 
them in charge of so many things." 
siiid Major Ben Santos. 

For the Russian soldiers, many of 
them visiting the United States for 
the first time. America turned out to 
be both exotic and. in a way. strange- 
ly familiar. They marveled at the 
abundance of businesses. Some were 
struck by the wide open stretches of 
privately owned land. 

"In Russia.” Malyshev said, “it is 
not like that." 

On the familiar side, though, was 
the treeless prairie, stretching to the 
horizon. It reminded many of the 
central Russia region whe'rc their 
unit, the 27th Guards Motorized 
Rifle Division, is based.

WASHINGTON (AP) —* Attorney 
General Janet Reno is waty of adding 
more restrictions on when federal 
agents can use deadly force — in part 
b^use she herself has been “killed” 
by suspects in computer simulations. 

"We arc faeing violence in this 
nation. And we nlust be prepared to 
respond.” Reno told her weekly news 
conference on Thursday. "I have seen, 
police officers have to make a snap 
judgment in order to protect a human 
life.” 

• She was defending new restrictions 
on the use of deadly force by federal 
agents. An unusual coalition of gun 
advocates and civil libcr^t^ argued 
earlier this week that new rules are 
not tight enough. 

The first unifonn deadly force poli- 
cy was imposed last week by Reno 
and Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin 
on Justice and Treasury law enforce- 
ment agencies.

S'AN FRANCISCO (AP)‘~ The 
Unabomber probably drives an older 
. car but keeps it in good condition. . 

He may have a wife or girlfriend, 
but she knows there’s a certain pajl 
of the house — a basement, a special 
room — ^^liiat’sofTliinits. 

In the same way other people 
might talk baseball, he likes to dis- 
cuss the bombings — how stupid the 
FBI is, how smart die bomber is. 

He probably visited the scene of 
his early bombings, talked to police, 
asked questions, maybe even offered 
advice. 

He may haOc taken a trip this sum- 
mer. _ 

And he will kill again. 

So says John Douglas, the now- 
retired FBI agent who developed the 
agency’s psychological profiling 
techniques and drew up the 
— Unabombcr.’.s.proflIe.when the bombr_ 
ings began J 7 years ago. 

Douglas, 50. discusses the 
Unabomber in his new book 
’'Mindhunier,” un account of his suc- 
cesses and failures, including the 
Green River killings and the investi- 
gation dial inspired the book and the 
movie “Silence of the Lambs.” 

In an interview this week. Douglas 
offered insights into the Unabomber. 
who has killed three people and 
wounded 23 in-16 attacks since 1978. 

• Tlic Unabomber is believed to be a 
white man now living or working 
around San .Francisco. His firSt few 
bombings were at Chicago-area uni- 
versities. 

’Tm sure with those early bombs 
he hung around.” Douglas said. “He 
would have 'been interviewed (by 
police), he would have been standing 
there, and he would have tried to 
inject himself into the investigation.” 

Douglas strongly favored publish-

Judge allows school prayer 
case in Rexburg to resume

■ BOISE (AP) — A federal judge 
•will allow ilic revival of a long-dor- 
mant lawsuit over school prayer at 
Rexburg — but U.S. District Judge 
Edward Lodge won’t let it get far 
until he decides if there’s a real issue. 

After a 90-minute -iicaring on 
Friday, Lodge granted the American 
Civil Liberties Union's request to 
reinstate a fivc-ycar-old law.suit over 
prayer at Madison High School’s 
graduation ceremonies. 

School Board, lawyer Peter Lynch 
argued there was no real controvmy. 
He called it a "contrived complaint" 
designed not to help the people 
involved but to advance the ACLU’s 
own agenda. 

"This is a stale old case tliat ought 
to go away,” he. said. 

But Steven P’evar, ACLU attorney 
from Denver, said his clients, whose 
names have been kept concealed, 
have a right to be protected agaimst 
what he claims arc unconstitutional 
religious practices at graduation. 

The case has been dormant for 
more than two years, awaiting the 
outcome of a similar case at 
Grnngcville. ACLU attorneys eventu- 
ally won a ruling from the U.S. 9th 
Circuit Court of Appeals forbidding 
all prayer at graduation ceremonies, 
even those ijisligatcd by students and 
not by school officials. 


That went to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which ruled the case moot 
because the student involved already 
graduated. 

Attorneys arguing before Lodge 
Friday, and the judge himself, said 
they didn’t get much guidance out of 
that. 

Left unanswered was whether the 
plaintiff in the ACLU’s case, identi- 
fied only as Jane Doe and a child, 
must be revealed. Lodge ruled earlier 
the cose would be dropped unless the 
parties were revealed. 

Pevar said the plaintiffs will drop 
the cose rather than allowing that to 
happen. He said the plaintiffs fear 
reprisals or actual violence from the 
community, if their identities become 
public knowledge. 

He quoted an article in the 
Rexburg Standard-Journal in which a 
military veteran came to the paper’s 
office with a rifle and knife and 
threatened the people behind the law- 
suit 

Thot shows tlicrc’s a "disturbing, 
threatening and intimidating" attitude 
in the community against the lawsuit, 
Pevar said. “My clients are sitting 
precariously on the top of a powder 
keg.” 

But Lynch said without knowing 
who filed the lawsuit, he can’t ask 
relevant questions, such as whether 


they have a student in school or 
whether they ore Madison School 
District taxpayers. 

"How do I know what’s relevant 
any more? Maybe these people didn’t 
even attend graduation,” Lynch said. 

Pevar -won permission to question 
school ofTiCials on their graduation 
policies. Lynch said he didn’t know 
if the district has a current policy on 
prayer at high school graduation. 

He said there have been new boam 
members elected. “They haven't 
even met to decide what the next 
graduation policy would be.” 

But Lodge said it wouldn’t be a 
good idea for the board to stall until 
just before grodualioii in adopting a 
policy. He said if.Pcvar could show 
something unconstitutional was like- 
ly to happen, he would ask for an 
injunction which likely would be 
granted. 

“That wouldn’t be good for the 
school or the community,” Lodge 
^id. 

’ He said he would not rule on the 
identity issue until he’s shown 
“there's something that warrants 
going forward.” 

"When 1 decide iL I don’t want to 
be guessing about what’s happen- 
ing.” the judge said.

DETROIT (AP) — The Detroit 
Tigers and Mayor Dennis Archer 
agreed Friday on plans for a new 
$235 million downtown baseball sta- 
dium for .the American League club. 

Archer and Tigers owner Mike 
Ilitdi predicted the new stadium would 
spur redevelopment of Detroit’s 
blighted downtown, much as new sta- 
diums have figured in the rebirth of 
downtown Qcveland and Boltiinore. 

But Archer said that unlike other 
recent stadium projects. Detroit’s 
would lx built without a tax increase 
or money from the city’s general 
fond. Hitch will finance the bulk of 
the project's cost, with a state grant 
and city development bonds provid- 
ing the rest. 

Archer called the agreement "a 
grand slam” for the city, whose 
Downtown Development Authority- 
will have sole ownership. The city 
also will be able to use the stadium 
fbr cultural, religious and civic 
events. Archer said. 

"This deal will be the model for 
financing future stadium construc- 
tion projects well into the 21st centu- 


ry,” Archer said. "Together, Mr. 
Hitch and the city have shown just 
how well government and business 
can work to achieve common goals.” 

The open-air, natural turf ballpark 
would hold 42,000 people. It would 
include private suites, club-level 
seating, picnic, concession and retail 
areas. Construction is tentatively 
scheduled to begin in April, with 
completion targeted for April 1998. 

The deal, which the City Council 
still must approve by year’s end, also 
would commit the Tigcre to stay in 
Detroit until at least 2033. 

Financing would include a $55 
million grant from the state Strategic 
Fund; $40 million in Downtown 
Development Authority bonds: and 
$145 million from Hitch. The author- 
ity olso would have to provide 
$250,000 a year after the stadium 
opens for major repairs. 

The Tigcra would assume respon- 
sibility for construction and any cost 
overruns. 

The development authority 
amended the city's downtown plan 
Friday to accommodate the new sta- 


dium. A memorandum of under- 
standing between the Tigers and the 
Archer administration will bo signed 
Monday, Archer development aide 
JimTcrvo said. 

The stadium would be built on a 
25-acrc site of dilapidated warehous- 
es and office buildings. TTic area is 
just west of the Ilitch-owncd Fox 
Tlicatre in Dctroit’.s redeveloped llic- 
ntcr district, known as Foxtown. 

Hitch is the millionaire owner of 
the Little Caesars pizza empire, 
based in Detroit, and the NHL’s 
Detroit Red Wings franchise. 

VBy agreeing to..contributc so

Deion Sanders is back — and so is Dan 
Marino. 

Sanders makes his ballyhooed return to the 
NFL on Sunday os a member of the Dallas 
Cowboys against the Atlanta Falcons at the 
Georgia Dome, a place he calls Tny house.” 

Marino, sidelined for two .weeks with hip and 
knee injuries, returns to the slumping Miami 
Dolphins for a home game against fie Buffalo 
Bills. 

Sanders, last year’s NFL Defensive Player of 
the Year in his only season with the Super Bowl 
champion San Francisco 49ers. played for the 
Falcons from 1989-93. When he faced the 
Falcons last season at the Dome, he high-stepped 
his way to a 93-yard touchdown on an intercep- 
tion return as Son Francisco beat Atlanta 42-3. 

After fie game, he said. This is my house. I 
built this house.” 

Sanders has not played yet with the Cowboys 
because he was recovering from ankle surgery 
following his baseball season with the San 
.Francisco Giants. He has been cleared by the 
NFL to play, even though fie league has rul^ his 
contract invalid. 

He will Stan at his familiar right cornerback 
position, but has been making a case for also 


playing on offense. Dallas coach Barry Switzer, 
however, doesn't think Sanders will get to show 
offhis offensive skills against the Falcons. 

"He’s been trying to shake off the rust, (he cob- 
webs,” Switzer said. “At some point, he will 
return kicks. He's not ready for (he total package 
yet. He hasn’t had enough, time to get ready for 
all three phases." 

The Cowboys lead the NFC East with a 6-1 
record, while the Falcons arc 5-2 and tied wifi the 
49crs and St. Louis Roms for the NFC West lead. 

Marino will try to get the Dolphins-back into 
the win column, following three consecutive 
defeats ofter Miami opened the season with four 
straight victories. The last two losses — to the 
lowly New Orleans and the New York Jets — 
with Bcmie Kosar replacing the injured Marino, 
were embarrassing. 

* They also magnified the unhappiness on the 
team, which apparently Was there even when the 
Dolphins were winning. The disunity reached a 
peak lost week when Gene Atkins threatened to 
sit out the Jets game if fellow safety Michael 
Stewart was benched in favor of Louis Oliver. 
Both Atkins and Stewart stoned and played well 
against the Jets. 

“Everybody is down,” coach Don Shula said. 
“The coaching staff and the ployers here feel upset 
about what’s happened the post three weeks.” 


‘^Losing these past weeks has taken its toll on 
the attitude of this team,” Marino said. “Anytime 
you bring anybody back, it's a shot in the arm. 
Hopefully I can provide that.” 

The Dolphins can get back up — - into a tie wifi 
Buffalo for first place in the AFC East with a vic- 
tory over the undermanned Bills. Buffalo is with- 
out offensive stars Andre Reed and Thurman 
Thomas, while coach Marv Levy is recovering 
from prostate cancer surgery. 

Marino has 336 touchdown passes and is clos- 
ing in on Fran Tarkenton's career record of 342. 
Marino also is on target, this year to break 
Torkenton’s career totals in yardage and attempts.

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Schuller: 
Not just any 
TV preacher 

' 1 hod a nice chat the other day with the 
'Rev. Robert Schuller, the California 
Christian guru who built the magnificent 
Crystal Cathedral. 

He Was in town pro'rhoiing yet another 
book filled with happiness, encouragement 
and confidence: **Prayer: My Soul's 
Adventure With God” (Thomas Nelson, *■ 
S19.99). 



I asked Schuller why his television min- 
istry continues to be healthy when others 
have fallen so hard that it made the world 
shudder. He says it lyis to do with being at 
the center of things. 

“The secret is to compromise ond 
accommodate to the central core issues 
and avoid fringe interpretation. You get to 
the center, and that's where you find me. I 
build coalitions rather thdn collisions.’’ 

One of the striking difTcrcnccs between 
Schuller and other television preachers is 
the way they handle political issues. In his 
book, Schuller remembers the 1 950s, when 
he was a young man struggling to plant a 
church in Southern California. It was in the 
center of the cold war when anti-commu- 
nist fever struck the West Coast. 

A member of Schuller's church urged 
him to become involved in the Christian 
Anti-Communist Crusade, which hod con- 
servative Californians nearly hysterical 
with fear of communist invasions and con- 
spiracies. CIci^ were jumping on the anti- 
communist bandwagon right and left. 

Schuller wasn't sure, so he asked God 
what to do. Cod said, “Don't get involved 
in communism, anti-communism or anti- 
onti-communism.” He turned his back on 
the movement and all public displays of 
political lo^lty. Instead, he preached his 
own brand of the Gospel: success-driven, 
God-is-with-yo 4 theology that connected 
with the mentality' ofSoiUhcm California. 

At the same time, Schuller also decided 
to pull away from the National Council of 
Churches, which his denomination, the 
Reformed Church of America, was sup- 
porting. Bui Schuller saw the council's 
campaign against anti-communism as a 
reach into politics and ultimately destruc- 
tive to the Gospel possibilities for the ecu- 
menical movement 

He was ridiculed for that by fellow 
preachers. But, he says, those kinds of 
prayer moments, ^hen God reached into 
his life, have made the difference. 

As other television preachers became 
politicized in the 1980s. Schuller stayed 
out of the fray. When the moral scandals 
struck, when Pat Robertson lost his bid for. 
the presidency, when Jerry Faiwcll dis- 
solved, the Moral Majority, Schuller was 
standing high and dry. his farrious smile 
spread across his face, his television 
mpire intact 

Now the man is 69. He is spry and filled 
with energy. When I saw him, it was early 
in the morning, nnd he had come in on a 
red-eye flight from California the night 
before. Yet he was full of ideas and ready 
,fbr a day full of book sigoings and appear- 
ances. 

This preacher has had one of the most 
successful ministries in the United States. 
He has a worldwide relief ogcncy. 
Churches United in Global Mission, oper- 
ating out ofhis California headquarters. 

His seminars on church growth are 
among the most popular for pastors of pro- 
gressive evangelistic congregations. He 
has retreat centers in some of the most 
beautiful places on Earth. 

He has built one of the world's spectac- 
ular modem coihedmls. 

His denomination, by the way. has 
played an Impottont part in his ministiy. 

H«- <!n y < the failure of Other television . 

preachers to hook up 'with a dcnomiruition 
was their chief downfolL - 

“We have had an epidemic of nondc- 
nominational congregations emerging 
from the distrust and fear of society,” 
Schuller said. “That scares me. I was 
advised a long time ago to go independent. 

I thought about it. but it scared me. My 
dmominational ties keep me from stray- 
ing. Because if I do, I know the phone 
mi^t ring and some denominational offi- 
cial would be saying, 'Schuller, hove you 
become a pantheist? Have you joined the 
New Age movement?* ” ^

1 St churches built in Buhl, Jerome

BUHL - “Old things bright and beauti- 
ful” describes two of the oldest Episcopal 
churehes in the Ma^ic Valley. 

Holy Trinity Episcopal Church in Buhl 
and Calvary Episcopal Church iri Jerome 
have a brand new look. Parishioners and 
coniiaciors have refurbished the buildings, 
constructed at Utc turn of the century. Both 
churches were the first bxHlt in the two 
towns. ; 

"City fathers gave the land,” said the Rev. 
JefTrey Frost, vicar ofboth congregations. 

The Buhl church, built in 1908, needed 
weathered boards replaced ond other outside 
maintenance, McmtKrs of the church raised 
funds for a professional contractor to do the 
work. 

Known for years os the little red church, 
the parish decided it was time for a change. 
So, the clabbered wood was repainted in 
beige tones. 

“People have said to me it looks classy,” 
said Florence Pierce, senior warden'of Uic 
church. "It looks like a new beginning.” 

She odded, “The building has nine etched 
glass windows that people said came alive 
afler.the church was repainted.” 

The inside of the church, with the original 
■wall and ceiling finishings, did not require 
refurbishing. Two pumporgans and a wood- 
en cross reside in the parish hall, along with 
several antique relics. 

The Buhl congregation is in the midst of a 
growth program, according to Frost. 

“Wc arc doing a number of programs to 
reach out into Uic community and welcome 
new people to join us,” he said. 

AlMUt 20 families call the Buhl congrega- 
tion their church home. ^ 

Worship services ore held at Holy Trinity 
at 9 a.m. each Sunday. A family fellowship 
time is held ot 6:30 p.m. the first Thursday 
of each month. A Eucharist communion scr- 
’ vice-is held at 6:30 p.m. on- the third 
Thursday of each month.

At 
the Twin Falls Reformed Church, which 
has held its All Community Harvest 
Festival for six years now. there will be 
darts, bingo, plinko and a cake walk. 

"This is one of the big events of our 
church colendor yeor,” said Reformed 
Pastor Brian Vriesmon. “Wc usually hove ' 
obout 500 kids.” . j- 

Vriesmon and other members ofhis 
church oficn take their qwri kids trick-or- 
trcaiing - just on the block where they live. 
*nien, they bring their kids to the church 
party. 

Vriesmon went trick-or-treating when he 
was a kid, he said, and he never heard much 
about the pagan influences of Halloween 
during those years.

Aware of own image, Catholic 
leaders condemn sexual abuse

After a decade in which the sins 
of pedophile priests placed their 
church on the defensive, U.S. 
Roman Catholic bishops ore issuing 
a forceful pastoral message that con- 
' demns the sexual abuse of children. 

The bishops, whose church lauds 
the sanctity of family, declare it is 
better for families to break up than 
to leave their young ones at risk.. 

The Associated Press obtained a 
copy of the document Tuesday. 

In the statement, the bishops 
acknowledge their own vuloerability 
and damaged credibility concerning 
pedophilia. For years, abusive 
priests traditionally received coun- 
seling but then were sent on to new 
parishes, where more abuse some-, 
times occurred. 

While forgiveness is oflcn seen as 
charitable and Christlike, all acts of 
child sex abuse arc morally evil and 
only God can absolve abusers, the 
bishops say in “Walk in the Light: A 
Pastoral Response to Child Sexual- 
Abuse.” 

“We emphasize that the commu- 
nity, including the family, needs to 
call the abuser to accountability," 
the bishops said. “Wc need to say: 
Abu.sivc behavior is wrong and wc 
will hold you accountable for it.” 

The statement, developed by the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ committees on Marriage 
and Family and on Women in 
Society and in the Church, .was 
approved by the church’s ’SO-mcm- 
ber AdministraiiVOkCommittee. It 
will be distributed u a booklet to

No one has been able to come up 
with solid numbers on clerical 
pedophiles, but experts from every 
faith say the problem exists in all 
religions and denominations. 

“Whenever people, especially 
men. have authority over children, 
there’s some percentage of sexual 
abuse going on,” said the Rev. Jim 
Poling, a Presbyterian psychothera- 
pist and author of “The Abuse of 
Power A Theological Problem.” 

In one of the most recent exam- 
ples, four Catholic priests in 
Washington, D.C., were arrested in 
February and charged with sexua] 
abuse. One of them, the Rev. 
Thomas S. Schaefer, was sentenced . 
last week to 16 years in prison for 
molesting altar boys in Washington 
. and Maryland over three decades. A 
becond is to be sentenced in 
December, and the two others go on 
trial soon. 

Because of such cases, the orga- 
nized groups of victims and the 
Catholic church’s own sheer size 
- and number of priests, it is the 60 
million-member church that has 
seemed especially mired in the murk 
of pedophilia. 

Before making their statement, 
’the bishops debated whether 
Americans would see them os hav- 
ing the credibility to address child 
.sex abuse, say people involved in 
developing the statement. 

They decided that child sex abuse 
thrives on silenccjiDjIl^at their 
voices were needed to pierce the 
victims* Isolation, said Dolores 
Leckey, executive director of the. 
Secretariat for Family, Laity, 
Women and Youth.

As a Christian with a strong loyal- 
ty to the Bible, I have mixed feelings 
about Halloween celebrations. Many 
religious people dread the huHiJny 
b^use of its pagan read, evil roots. 
Others view it as an opportunity to 
dress up and have a party. The chil- 
dren just want to eat sweets. I can 
relate to all three groups. 

:HaIloween'is a controversial holi- 
day. In a story that drew widespread 
attention earlier this month, the 
school board in the city of Los Altos, 
Calif., banned all school-time 
Halloween parties because of oppo- 
sition from religious parents. The 
parents argued that the traditional 
costume parades and parties glorify 
Satan and the occult. Other parents 
and students protested the ban. And 
following a three-hour meeting 
Monday that drew 600 people, the 
board reversed itself: The parties 
would go on 05 planned, on school 
time. 

The ruling only affected two of the 
schools in the district, because the 
other schools already held their par- 
ties and parades after school for fear 
of interfering with the daily routine. I 
feel that the Los Altos school board 
should have stuck by its original 
decision: Have parties on your own, 
not school, time. That would have 
spared religious parents and students 
from being thrust into a situation 
considered an anathema to their 
faith. 

f don’t have as many problems 
with the holiday as some Christians 
do, because I don't take Halloween 
celebrations seriously. I do, however, 
take the Bible seriously, and the 
Bible clearly teaches in 
Deuteronomy 18:9-13 and Galatians 
5:19-21 that the faithful should avoid 
any dealings with witchcraft or the 
occult 

“Have nothing to do with godless 
myths and old wives’ tales,” Paul

admonishes in I Timothy 4:6; “ratlicr 
train yourselves to be godly.” 

I was raised by a religious, yet 
extremely superstitious grandmother. 
After I became serious about follow- 
ing Jesus, in obedience to the 
Scriptures I purged my faith of all 
eerie significances linked to black 
cals, spilled salt, broken mirrors and 
the like. 

Historically speaking, it is the 
merger of religious tradition with 
godless myth that led to this contro- 
versy. It goes bock to the days when 
the early Catholic Church sought to 
conquer the pagan world for Christ 
by assuming its festivals and holi- 
days. The pagan names were 
changed, vestiges of Christianity 
were added, and voila, a Christian 
religious holiday was bom. It‘hai>- 
pened to Winter Solstice, now merri- 
ly known as Christmas, and Spring 
fertility rites ever wonder at Easter 
how bunnies and eggs came to be 
associated with the resurrection of 
Jesus? And it happened with 
Somhain. the Celtic New Year. 

Samhain, pronounced “SOW-cn,” 
fell at the end of October;, and for the 
Celts, it was a pretty unnerving time. 
On Samhain it was believed that the 
veil between the worlds real and 
spiritual was thinnest. Therefore, it 
would not be unusual to sec pookas 
or banshees or sundry spirits of the 
dead wondering about town. 

Once again, the Catholic Church 
come to the rescue, and all those per- 
ceived ghosts, ghouls and goblins 
were deemed to be the spirits of 
Christian saints. Samhain become the 
.Eye of All Hallows — the day before 
die Catholic festival of All Hallows 
or All Saints. Many Catholics today 
observe All Saints Day with services 
remembering loved ones who have 
died. And festive Day of the Dead 
celebrations are popular in Latino 
cultures. 


However, as with the other grafted 
religious holidays, many of 
Samhain’s pagan aspects remained 
with Halloween. Among them, bon- 
fires, trick-or-trcating, and the dark- 
er, spookier vestiges. The chocolate- 
candy coating of commercialization 
is a more recent occurrence, but it 
has done much to popularize the hol- 
iday in the United States. 

Today, some people with a cultur- 
al interest will observe Celtic New 
Year with music, food and dancing. 
Some people who seriously practice 
witchcraft will observe Samhain 
with pagan religious rites. And some 
people looking for a good time will 
dress up and act silly just for the fun 
of it. 

How should a sincerely religious 
person deal with Halloween celebra- 
tions? Do what doesn’t violate your 
conscience. The early Christians had 
a similar conflict with eating food 
sacrificed to pagan gods (See I 
Corinthians 8 and 10). For some, 
since they na'longer believed in 
pagan gods, they ate with a blear 
conscience. Others could not sepa- 
rate the dish in front of them from 
its pagan origins. They did not cat. 
On minor matters such os this, such 
differences among Christians should 
be tolerated, the apostle directed. 

This year, I will not be attending 
my church's masquerodc party 
because a close friend of mine •— a 
new Christian — has a hard time 
with the 'pagan origins of 
Halloween. I. personally, don't have 
a problem with Halloween celebra- 
tions, and I love a good party. 
However, I don’t wont her to feel 
left out or alone that ni^t 1 look at 
it as a small sacrifice for a good 
friend. After all, that’s what being a 
Christian is all about.

University of Utah reaches out to LDS 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — As 
the University of Utah’s first non- 
Mormon president, Arthur Smith 
. wants to moke doubly sure that ad- 
herents of the state's predominant re- 
ligious faith feci welcome as students 
and faculty. 

-• Evcn.thou^ a m^ority of the stu- 
dents are Mormon. Smith said, 
"myths and misperceptions” of anii- 
Mormonism that have dogged the 
university for decades persist 'And 
he is bent on rooting them out,-os a 
group of Utah legislators recently 
discovered. 

"Wc want the University of Utah 
to be a place where people of all 
faiths and people of all ethnic origins 
feel comfortable and confident in ac- 
complishing their cducoiional objec- 
tives,” Smith said. 

But identifying the sources of real 
or perceived anti-Mormon sentiment 
— or Mormon intolerance of campus 
. secularism — is difficult 

Some point to the fierce rivalry be- 
tween the state-run universi^ and 
Mormon Church-owned Brigham 
Young University. Others say allega- 
tions of bias are intrinsic at any uni- 
versity with multiple cultures and re- 
ligions. 

Still others believe religious bias at 
the school is merely a reflection of 
the antagonism between Mormons . 
and non-Mormons that always has 
ebbed and flowed in Utah. 

, Whatever the sources, Smith wants 
to meet the problem head-on. 

“My style both inside and outside 
the campus is that if there ore con- 
cerns, not to let them fester,” said 
' Smith, an Episcopalian whose wife is 
Roman Catholic. 

One measure of Smith’s concern 
was his appointment of Norm Gib- 
bons, recen^ retired vice president 
of student offairs, os his special ossis- 
tant over enrollment management. 
For a month, Gibbons has been inter- 
viewing people up and down the 
state about their perceptions of the 
University of Utah. 

Although he won’t present his 
findings to Smith and his cabinet un- 
til April, Gibbons already has trav- 
eled hundreds of miles and visited 
with principals, teachers and students 
at more than 20 high schools. 

Smith also asked Gibbons, o mem- 
ber of The Church of Jesus Christ of

Latter-day Saints, to talk with Mor- 
mon bishops and stake presidents. 

"Certainly, in a state that is pre- 
dominantly Mormon, we have to 
make those students fbel welcome 
here just as in Boston where the 
schools make Catholic students feel 
welcome,” Gibbons said. 

In his travel^ Gibbons has found 
fewer perceptions of anti-Mormon 
bios at the U of U than he expected, 
but (bey ore (here. For example, one 
teacha in eastern Utah worried that 
her studenu might lose their Mor- 
mon faith by enrolling there. 

Gibbons told her about four of his 
own children. “I watched my own 
kids come here and they looked at 
their own values, but they looked at 
other people’s values, too. I think it 
hclp^ them because they were able 
to discuss (heir reli^on with people 
of other origins,” he said. 

Two we^ ago. Smith addressed 
the issue with a group of Utah Coun- 


ty lawmakers after hearing “some 
rumblings" that some were con- 
cerned that U of U professors were 
criticizing the Mormon Church in 
(heir lectures,' said Sen. LeRay 
McAllister, R-Orem. 

“I think it’s recognized from an 
LOS perspective that there ore things 
hoppening there (hot wc may not 
wont happening, but it is a public in- 
■ stinition,” said McCallister. a rMired 
BYU professor who organizes the bi- 
monthly meetings of Utah County 
legislators. 

of the lowmakers who attended 
are LDS. And Smith invited along 
Paul Browning, director of the LDS 
Institute at the University of Uuh. 
and Michael Hinckley, president of 
the LDS students’ association and a 
grandson of churcli President Gordon 
B. Hinckley. 

“Wc wanted to cleor the air,” 
Smith said. ”1 just wanted them to be 
at about what is going on at the 


University of Utah and not nursing 
perceptions that are decades out of 
date.” 

Smith’s predecessor, Chase Peter- 
son. admires his strategy. During his 
own tenure. Peterson talked to vari- 
ous religious groups about their per- 
ceptions of the university. But be- 
cause he is Mormon, he felt some- 
what hamstrung. 

It is easier for Smith to focus on 
closing the gap between Mormons 
and non-Mormons on campus “be- 
cause he’s noi perceived as feather- 
ing bis own nest,” Peterson said. 

Smith is no neophyte in matters of 
relipous tolerance. He served as vice 
president for administration at State 
University of New York, Bingham- 
ton, where 55 percent of the smdents 
are Jewish. He also was o provost 
and executive vice president for aca- 
demic aHairs at the University of 
South Carolina, where fundamental- 
ist Christian religions predominate.

Computers common 
at religious schools

FORT LAUDERDALE. Fla. — 
For students ut religious schools, 

. lessons arc os likely, to come from 
computer screens as from scripture 
readings. 

That’s because the schools arc 
striving to blend traditional v.ilucs 
with modem methods. 

"They're using computers for 
word processing. They're learning 
programming. They’ve got Internet 
accounts,” snid'Crcg Darby, presi- 
dent of Christian Interactive Net- 
work, u computer-based ministry in 
Fort Lauderdale. “They can access 
their project at school from home.” 

“You have lo use technology lo 
reinforce your basic philosophy," 
said Monsignor Noel Fogarty, pastor 
of St. Gregory Catholic Church in 
Pluntution, Fla., which has a school 
of about 670 students. 

St. Gregory’s school is at the tech- 
nological forefront in Broward 
County. Fla. Tlie school, whiclt has 
a new S3.2 million facility, received 
40 new computers this month from a 
generous parishioner. 

This will enable students to access 
on-linfe systems and research reli- 
gious studies, 

A computer system also contocts 
parents by phone when their chil- 
dren are absent. And students' out 
sick may call their teachers and get a 
recorded message of that day’s 
homework. 

“We are doing things that are even 
a few years ahead of some compa- 
nies,” Said Rafael Lander, of Planta- 
tion. who has two children attending ' 
St. Gregory’s. 

Computer (raining often begins in 
preschool for children of many 
faiths. As schools expand their labs, 


computer instruction is becoming as 
common as morning prayer. 

St. Brendan Catholic School in 
Dade County. Fla., is using ledmol- 
ogy to transport its students to otha~ 
nations. The school is pniticipsling 
in an intcroctiN’c program in which a 
teacher on a TV screen guides stu- 
dents through different countries and 
answers questions along the way. 

At some Jewish schools, snidcnts 
study for their bar or bat mitztah on 
computer screens. Aod they Icnm 
the meanings of the Sabbath and his- 
tory of Jewish leaders by tapping 
into various programs. 

■' Educators say there is a miscon- 
ception that religious schools arc too 
old-fashioned to go high-tech. But. 
they say. the reason for slow 
progress is mostly due to lack of 
money to purchase stalc-of-^he-^aI1 
equipment. 

“(Religious schools) arc trying to 
be on the cutting edge.” said Gwen 
Collier, president of the Broward 
County Non-Public School Associa- 
tion. and principal of Christ Qmrci 
School in Fort Lauderdale. The li- 
brary ot Collier's school is on-line. 

Westminster AcadOTy, a Chris- 
tian school in Fort Lauderdale, 
opened two new computer labs last 
school year. A new tclqihanc voice 
mail system was installed. Mac- 
School, a Macimosh-based pjogram. 
was set up for report cards, anen- 
dance records and transcripts. 

On Westminster's computers, 
kindergarten students worked on 
memory games while fifth-graders 
traveled the Oregon Trail, school of- 
ficials' said. 

Helping to pay for the cguipmCT 
was Technology Walk, a fund-rais- 
ing program in which contributors 
paid S 1 00 for a personalized brick. 


Near-death experiences 
tell of spiritual epiphanies

When Dandy-Hope Verderomo 
first tried to lolk obout her near-death 
experience after the birth of her son 
26 years ago, everyone scoffed. 

What she saw as she hemorrhaged 
after the birth of her son — • a tunnel 
suffused with light, seven robed be- 
ings. a vi.<iion of herself as an old 
woman waiting on a porch with 
needlepoint on her lap ~ wns just a' 
dream or the result of anesthesia, 
they told her. 

“I reached the point where I kept 
my mouth shut,” Verdcramo says. 

Today, Verdcramo, 49, sits in her 
Towson, Md.. shop, Angels of Hope, 
knowing she isn't crazy or alone. 

Since the 1975 publication of Ray- 
mond Moody’s "Life After Death,” a 
chronicle of 50 people who visited 
deoth and returned, the near-death, 
experience has snowballed into a.i 
popular phenomenon, replete with 
true believers, skeptics, a slew of 
books, an international association 
and "20/20" television exposure. 

For those such as Verdcramo. the 
lcs9on.s learned from a ncar-dcnih ex- 
perience transcend any attempt to ex- 
plain its cause scientifically. And 
though ncar-dcalh experiences have a 
way of reflecting a person's religious 
affiliotion, certain universal verities 
emerge, whether the cxpcricncer is 
Jewish, Christian, MuslinyBuddhist 
or something else, says Lw^e Koller 
Schwartz. » j

ASHEVILLE. N.C. (AP) — Nestled in- 
side a steep mountain grove, a tiny resort in- 
spired by Billy Graham has sprung up, dedi- 
cated to quiet. Christian contemplation. 
Some might consider it heaven on earth. 
“You can listen to yourself think here,” 
- said Garrian McGhee, of Miami, sitting on a 
poreh overlooking foothills of the Blue 
Ridge mountains. “Everybody has a smile. 
It makes it so peaceful.” 

The Billy Graham Training Center at The 
Cove started os a dream three decades ago. 
Graham envisioned a retreat where Chris- 
tians could study the Bible, then return to 
churches and workplaces to live what they 
learned. 

That dream has become reality. The Cove 
now boasts a. conference building, two 
chalets for guests, facilities for youth camps, 
chapel and visitors center. 

TTic purpose is to train people “so that 
they can win the world for Christ,” said Jer- 
ry Miller, a retired Texaco vice president 
and the man Graham asked to come to 
Ashevilie and develop the center in 1983.
